AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with the 
custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were examined 
and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks were compared with 
supporting invoices and payrolls as well as entries in the books of 
record. Receipts were checked by source insofar as possible and 
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totals of receipts and expenditures verified. Book balances were Surety Bonds: 
verified by comparison with reconciled bank balances made from 

statements obtained from depository banks. Verification of uncol- 
lected taxes was made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as 
indicated by the Collector's records. The amounts of uncollected 
and unredeemed taxes as indicated in this report are therefore sub- 


ject to any changes which may be necessitated by the return of veri- 
fication notices. 


The surety bond of the Town Treasurer should be increased 
from $10,000.00 to $15,000.00, and the bond of the Town Clerk 
from $1, 000. 00 to $2, 000.00, in order that the amount of the bonds

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Six months as superintendent of Union #53 is hardly enough to 
evaluate either the Union as such or the separate towns. Accord- 
ingly, this report will be brief. 


First of all, no stone should be unturned to see that the new 
school and all that goes with it becomes a reality in time for the 
opening of school. It is regrettable that additional money is neces- 
sary to complete the project but it may well be that new schools of 
small size no longer will be built at $12 a square foot. Whatever 
happens in the future will find Allenstown with a solid base with a 
good elementary building and educational program. It will also 
have a valuable asset if and when co-operative schools are again 
discussed either at the junior or senior high school levels or with 
grades 1 - 12. 


Along with other districts around Concord and Manchester, 
Allenstown should be in a more competitive position when hiring 
teachers. We can not be expected to pay as high maximums as 
cities but we must pay as much for beginners when they are quali- 
fied. Even with good beginning salaries it may not be possible to 
fill every position with qualified teachers since the demand is so 
great but a good salary is a step in the right direction. 


Tuition at Pembroke Academy will be $445 next year (State 
Average - $457). Tuition at the Academy and elsewhere may be 
expected to increase when salaries increase and when new build- 
ings are required. In an area where population is increasing it is 
very difficult to estimate the tuition item. A change of two pupils 
now means roughly $1, 000 one way or another. 


Your support of the schools is appreciated and we look forward 
to the opening of the new school.
